In addition to the above statement we held a 
three-day Dental Clinic sponsored by the North 
Stratford Branch of the American Red Cross and 
sixty children were treated. 

Toxoide Clinic: Eligible children (under 11 
years) was 77. The number treated was 39, 37 
school children, and 2 pre-school. Vaccination—18 
children. 

I wish to again make it clear and thoroughly 
impressed upon the minds of the people that where 
I was called to homes, these visits should be paid by 
the parents of persons making the call. The only 
free calls are made to school children while in at- 
tendance at school. There are many calls recorded 
on the books which have not been paid by the people 
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to whom the services were rendered. Where the of- 
ficials have been somewhat lenient in forcing these 
collections it should be made plain that these visits 
are to be paid by the individuals, thus relieving the 
town of the extra expense. 

In addition to the direct nursing work I am the 
Chairman of the North Stratford Branch of the 
Red Cross and through my hands have been distrib- 
uted many articles of wearing apparel. I am still 
doing work for the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. 
on a new contract whereby they are paying 75c per 
visit instead of 60c as in the past. My territory 
embraces North Stratford, Stratford Center, East 
Stratford and Stratford Hollow to which places I 
have been summoned several times.

Appropriaticn recommended by School Commit- 
tee for 1934-35—$17,000.00. 
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One of the most-noticeable things about our 
schools is the increase in the number of pupils dur- 
ing recent years. Following is total membership 
for each of the years (ending June 30) given below: 
1930—235 pupils; 1931—255 pupils; 1932—269 
pupils; 1933—274 pupils; 1934—286 pupils. Thus 
it may be seen that we have during the present year, 
51 more pupils than we had in 1980. The numbers 
at the Hollow and at East Stratford have remained 
about constant, so that practically all of the increase 
has been at North Stratford. 

The result of this increase is a shortage of 
room at the North Stratford building. A few years 
ago we fixed up a room in the basement (previously 
used for a store room) to be used as a lunch room 
by pupils who eat their dinners at the school build- 
ing. ‘We are now having to-use this room, not only 
as a lunch room but as a classroom, during several 
periods of the day. 

As a lunch room it seems to serve the purpose 
very well but as a classroom, it is dark and the 
benches and tables used by the children while eating 
their dinners are not suitable for the best classroom 
work. Again, even if the light and seats were suit- 
able for conducting recitations, we have another 
problem on our hands. This lunch room will seat 
from 50 to 60 pupils (depending on the size of the 
pupils). At the present time, 136 pupils are eating 
their dinners at the building. This means that they 
have to eat in relays. The first and second grades 
begin to eat at 11:20, the next group at 11:40 and 
the high school group at 12:00. During the time 
from 11 to 12 o’clock, it is necessary to conduct a 
class in Domestic Arts in this lunch room. It is 
needless to say that this class is greatly handicapped 
by the confusion caused by 40 or more children eat- 
ing their dinners in the same room. Thus far it has 
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been impossible to arrange the schedule so that the 
Domestic Arts class and the lunch pericd do not con- 
flict. 

Doubtless some will say that the preparing of 
the noon lunch furnishes good experience for the 
Domestic Arts class. The difficulty with this is that 
in preparing cocoa or scups for a group of 136 
pupils, the dishes have to be so large and heavy that 
small children (the Domestic Arts Classes are made 
up of grades 6, 7 and 8) cannot handle them. About 
all they could do would be to watch the teacher start 
a large kettle of soup and then wait for it to heat. 
In practice it does not seem to work well to have the 
preparation of the lunches become regular class 
work for our Domestic Arts pupils. There is a 
room on the second floor which was originally in- 
tended for a Domestic Arts room, but this room has 
to be used for a typewriting room and for the con- 
ducting of several other classes each day. The 
furniture needed for a typewriting room and for a 
domestic arts room is so different that the two activ- 
ities cannot be carried on in the same room. At 
least two more rooms are needed at the present time. 

There is some space in the attic which could be 
finished off to make two or three good rooms. To do 
this, however, would necessitate the changing of the 
shape of the room in order to get enough light. 
Some, who have considered the matter, think that 
this would be unwise as it might injure the looks of 
our building. Others think that the change would 
not injure the looks of the building and that the 
finishing of these rooms would be the best solution of 
our problem. Your committee hopes to get through 
another year with our present equipment but, if our 
school population should increase a very little more, 
something would have to be done. 
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Last year our school appropriation was $15,000. 
This was a reduction of $4,000 from that of the 
previous year. Most of this reduction was made 
possible because of a large cash balance carried over 
from the previous year. At the end of this year, our 
cash balance will be at least $2000 smaller than it 
was last year. 

Because of a new state law, passed by our 1932 
legislature, our high school tuition rate must be 
lower this year than it was last year. This will mean 
a lowering of the total amount received for tuition 
by approximately $400. It will require very little 
argument to convince voters that our fuel bill during 
the present winter is sure to be larger than in previ- 
ous years. Again, we are faced with increasing 
rather than decreasing costs for the things that we 
must buy next year. This probably will apply to 
everything from coal to lead pencils. Paper which 
could be bought for 14c per package last summer, 
now costs 2&c per package. If the precedent which 
is being set by our federal Government, is to be con- 
sidered at all, labor of all kinds is likely to be higher 
next year than it has been this year. 

The conclusion to be drawn from the above is 
that the appropriation for next year must be larger - 
than that made last March. The exact amount of the 
School Board’s recommendations is $17,000.
